CAN THIS BE TRUE? 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—If the spirit of 


the United States senate is any indication, 
the Monroe doctrine will be upheld be- 
'ore all the world, and England will 
tgain be roused. 


The senate committee on foreign rela- 


tions met this morning to consider the 
ttrong resolution affirming the Monroe 
loctrine. Senator Gray made an elaborate 
trgument against the adoption of the res- 
tlution affirming the doctrine. But his 
irgnment fell upon deaf ears. The com- 
Uittee was overwhelmingly in favor of 
Inch a resolution. 


What the exact nature of this resolu- 


3on may be is not known. Bnt it is sup- 
posed that it goes so tar as to declare that 
ihe United States will not permit any 
European nation to acquire additional 
Imerican territory in any way—by pur- 
thase, cession or force. It will be strong 
tnongh to set the world talking, and will 
aesn to make clear to all nations that 
the United States is sole arbiter of Amer- 
ca's destinies.

manufacturing business of this community tbe TKAHSOBIPT has made diligent inquiry 
the last several days of all our leading manufacturers with regard to business condi- 
tions and prospects and the result is given below. In some cases the heads of firms 
could not be seen and in one or two instances sucb did not care to talk for publication. 
This fact will account for some omissions. 


Inquiry in the woolen business was particularly directed to the Wilson tariff law 


and its effects. As will be seen, universal condemnation of that law1 prevails with our 
woolen manufacturers. 
As a whole, we cannot report that tbe business outlook in Northern Berkshire is 


tnnch short of discouraging. Times are hard, fcut one thing is eertain, our manufac- 
turers in the depressed Industries are quite as well off as elsewhere in New England. 
Depression is not the fault of their business ability, and in other more favored lines 
our captains of industry show enterprise and ability of • rare brdeC to be able to report 
business so good as it is. 


The BlaeUlnton Company. 


The reporter did not have to inquire 


•bout the state of business at this mill, 
which was almost wholly shut down at 
the time of his visit, less than fifty hands 
being at work. When running full the 
mill employs 350 hands. 


O. A. Archer in speaking of the causes 


of the stagnation said th«t during the 
past ten months the importations of 
woolen goods amounted to over 138,000,000 
more than for the corresponding time the 
year before.

BOSTON, Jan. 17.—In an interview today 


Hagop Bogigian, the widely known rep-

THAT GREAT STORM. 


How the U. S. Cruiser Weathered It Offi- 


cially Reported. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript. | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The secretary 


of the navy has received a report from 
Capt. B. P. Day of the United States 
cruiser Baltimore, giving a detailed ac- 
eount of the thrilling experience of that 
Teasel in a typhoon on its passage from 
Yokohama to Honolulu. The typhoon 
was encountered December 4, about 400 
miles off the Japan coast. Four days and 
st half were lost lying to in the midst 
of the storm.

other safe course than to ride head to it. 
The ship took many seas on board but the 
damage done was not serious.

Throwing people out 
of employment and reducing tbe wages 
of those who work makes times dull and 
reduces the demand for goods, and that 
helps to depress the business.

er said that duplicate orders were usually 
coming in at this season, but now the 
company is receiving none and there was 
nothing to do but to shut down and wait. 
Mr. Archer does not consider the outlook 
favorable. He fears the free silver men, 
in the Senate will defeat any tariff legisla- 
tion proposed for the improvement of 
business, and that in consequence of this 
and the unsettled condition of the nation- 
al finance business for some time to 
come will be done on the ''hand to 
mouth" plan.

Mr. Penniman and Mr. Bytes were 


talked with at the office of the North I 
Adams Manufacturing company and what 
they had to say corroborated Mr. Archer's 
statements perfectly. This mill is run- 
ning though on short time, and tbe com- 
pany considers the outlook far from en- 
couraging. The monetary system of the 
country is in bad condition, the season 
has been unfavorable to the sale of heavy 
woolens and the woolen industry ia suffer- 
ing severely from the enormous importa- 
tions under the Wilson tariff. During the 
last six months seventy per cent of the 
light weight woolen goods sold in this 
country were imported. 
The markets 


now ought to be ready for the next sea- 
son's goods, but buyers are not ready to 
talk. The New York houses are filled 
with imported light weights. The woolen 
business is being crushed by the Wilson 
tariff, with its ad valorem duties and the 
resulting gross undervaluations. It would 
be better to have some specific duty. 
A change in the tariff is being agitated, 
but the free silver men will probably pre- 
vent it. The company thinks business 
will be dull the coming year. People 
are, 
perhaps more scared than hurt in 


some respects, but certainly the present 
outlook is far from bright. 


Llnwood Mills.

Superintendent Graham of the Linwood 


mills said that no more inopportune time 
could have been chosen in which to ask 
about the condition of the woolen busi- 
ness. This plant has been running on 
three-quarters time for the past four 
months, and Mr. Graham can see nothing 
ahead which will improve the condition 
of affairs. He claims that tbe woolen 
business this year has been tbe poorest 
with the exception of the panic yenr,1893, 
that he has ever known. During the 
panic there was some hope lor a brighten- 
ing up of trade, but at the present time 
and as far as can be foreseen tbe outlook 
is very depressing.

It is the opinion of t'he representatives 


of tbe Berkshire Cotton Manufacturing 
company, whose large mills are at Adams, 
that the cotton trade 1has experienced a 
good year. The good fortune ot the cot- 
ton manufacturers, comparatively speak- 
ing, is due very much, it is believed, to 
tbe fact that cotton was bought at a low 
price early in tbe year, much lower than 
it can be bought at 'now. The present 
price of cotton cannot hold, it is thought, 
if the present consumption keeps up. 
Should the present consumption keep up, 
the 'price must rise, for the stock is not 
large. 
The Berkshire mills are busy. 


They are working up to their limit, and 
it ia believed they will so continue for 
some time. 
C. T. Plnnkett, who was 


eeeu regarding the present condition and 
his opinion of the future, says tbe tariff 
does not affect the >company's present 
business. Tbe conditions will be changed, 
though, when the. mammoth No. 3 is run- 
ning. The new mill* will manufacture a 
fine grade of cotton cloth, like which 
there is considerableimported. The com- 
pany then will be competing with foreign 
made goods, on whicty there is a tariff. It 
is believedTfthe proper valuation is placed 
on the imparted goods, and the proper 
duty collected, tati£«be company will be 
able to successfully compete. The com- 
pany has hopes of a bright future. 


The Messrs. Plunkett can speak with 


authority on matters pertaining to the 
.woolen industry, as they own and operate 
the woolen warp mill on Commercial 
street, Adams. Their mill js running, but 
not to its full capacity. Warp is there 
manufactured for woolen mills, and the 
product Is sold throughout New England, 
none of it in this section. Mr. Plunkett, 
whom the reporter saw, believes tbe 
woolen industry is suffering more from 
unjust valuation for assessment of duties 
under the old ad valorem system than 
from the present tariff schedule. Were 
tbe schedule honestly enforced, he be- 
lieves the woolen men could operate with 
fair success. Just how much undervalua- 
tion can affect the industry can be learned 
from the fact that sixty-five per cent 01 
the light woolens sold in tills country tb 
past year were manufactured abroad. Till 
duty on ninety per cent of these was im- 
posed as the law directs, ad valorem on 
the invoice valuation,the valuation placed 
on the goods by the foreign manufacturer, 
and placed with the full knowledge, ol 
course, that the duty would be collected, 
There is a fine for undervaluation, but i: 
he instances in which fraud was detectec 
and the fine Imposed the fine was remit- 
ted, and the only penalty suffered by tEe 
importer was the payment of full duty, j 
Mr. Plunkett thinks the Draper appraisal 
bill would be a good law for the woolen 
men. 
It touches upon valuation for the 


impositions of duties and would make un- 
dervaluation very difficult. Should it be 
passed, it is believed the schedule regard- 
ing woolens would be much better en- 
forced and the woolen industry would re- 
ceive the fullest protection it affords. 


Arnold Print Works. 


At the Arnold print works a very en- 


couraging state of things prevails. The 
works are running to their full capacity 
and eome of the departments are working 
over time. The pay roll never before was 
so large. This is the busy season for 
prints, and the present conditions at the 
works will continue at least for some 
months longer. At the Arnold print 
Works it is believed that cotton men have 
had a prosperous year, and that there is 
a bright outlook. Tbe tariff, it is believed, 
will not directly affect the cotton indus- 
try. 
Cotton has about alt the protection 


it can reasonably expedt. No changes 
are proposed. In so far as the tariff may 
increase the general prosperity of tbe 
country, so lar will it benefit cotton, in- 
directly. There are no cotton goods im- 
ported except some of the very finest. 
Tbe conditions in this country allow the 
manufacturing of the highest grades, Tbe 
Arnold print works are producing such 
fabrics. Their cloth enters tbe best retail 
markets in the world. The lowest grade 
being produced at tbe present time ia su- 
perior to the highest produced some 
years ago.

These mills manufacture fine ginghams. 


Tbe agent, C. W. Dennett, said in discus- 
sing the business situation that his com- 
panies do not suffer from importation, 
but are aftected, of course, by general 
business conditions, which are now far 
from being what .they should be. 
The 


goods made at these mills stand high in 
the markets and will sell by -the side of 
any In their clas?, but when; timea are 
dull all kinds of business are unfavorably 
affected. The goods of these mills are

Mr. Dennett's opinion is that there Is 
10 bonanza ahead for manufacturers. He 
thinks that for some time to eome they 
rill have to do a close business, keep well 
p on styles and "figure" to make ends 
meet.

ore concerned, Mr. Dennett feels easy. 
The product is different from what it 
formerly was and the fabrics now being 
lurned out stand well to the front. 
The 


mills are doing all that could be reason- 
ably expected under the present condi- 
tions, and even more, and all that can be 
asked for in connection with this industry 


a generally favorable condition of trade. 


Boston FlnUblita- Work*. 


This flourishing concern is located at 


Williamstown and is standing the bard 
times with as little interruption as could 
be expected. No goods are manufactured 
at this mill, but finishing is done for 
manufacturers of cotton goods. The fin- 
ishing is u fine process and in many cases 
mokes cotton goods resemble woolen 
goods so closely that few bnt experts 
could tell the difference. 


The dyeing department is still running 


fairly full, but work in the napping and 
white finishing departments has been 
slack for a month past. The works are 
running full time bnt with a short force, 
about oiw-Uth of the help being laid off. 
The company believes the reason of tbe 
dullness in their business Is that tbe 
people for whom they are finishing goods 
«re overstocked. They know of one firm 
that has several million dollars worth in 
store, and there are about f600,000 worth 
of goods on hand at this mill. Up to a 
month ago the mill was pushed with 
orders, bnt all at once business dropped 
off. 
It is not believed that this business 


is affected by the tariff. The trouble is a 
general stagnation of business caused by 
the war scare and financial troubles. 


Orejrlock Hills. 


Fine ginghams were formerly manufac- 


tured at these mills, but the machinery 
has been changed and lawns and sateens 
now constitute the product. The new ar- 
rangements are not yet all complete, but 
425 looms ore running, out of a total of 
600 that will be operated. It is hoped to 
have the full complement of machinery 
in operation within a week or ten days.

D. J. Barber says be has no fault 
to find with tbe condition of his Industry, 
and with pleasure he makes the announce- 
ment. Within the past two years that 
company has altered its manufacture aud 
has been and is now making leather nov- 
elties. There is always a ready market 
for sucb goods in New York, Boston and 
Chicago, and in all of the larger cities. 
The factory is running on full time and 
with the usual number of employes, and 
orders are plentilul. With tbe exception 
of a small amount for local factories, the 
company manufactures no shoe leather.

garding their own business beyond the 
fact that the times now are very quiet in 
general. The tariff does not directly af- 
fect this business. The manufacture of 
similar goods at Adams has been success- 
ful the past year and all this company 
asks is good general business conditions.

When .WvCkCady was asked, "How is 


the shoe business?" he replied: "There is 
no shoe business." -Both tbe Aehlerid 
street factory and tie Holden street fac- 
tory have been running intermittently for 
several months, the ahoe business has 
been in a more unsettled condition than 
for many years past. The causes of the 
trouble, as explained, by Mr. Cady, are 
manifold, bnt tbe principal reason has 
been the fluctuations in the price of hides 
for sole leather. The price of leather was 
advanced to sn unheard-of degree hut 
fall and all the shops in the country were 
obliged to proceed slowly on that account. 
The manufacturers were reluctant to take 
orders under the rising market because of 
their Inability to furnish tbe goods, ana 
the wholesalers were constant in their de- 
mands for goods, ae they were desirous of 
procuring a supply for the winter before 
leather went higher. Orders had to be 
taken and the goods made, and in nearly 
every instance before the orders wcra 
half through the shops there would be a 
material advance in tbe price of the stock 
and tbe manufacturer was the loser. With 
such a state of affairs it was very uncer- 
tain business to make shoes, and the shops 
were obliged to run slowly and with pre- 
caution. The retailers in all parts of the 
country seemed to be well stocked before 
the market began to rise, and when 
through necessity the wholesalers ad- 
vanced the price of shoes they hesitated 
to buy. The retailers have, undoubtedly, 
profited not a little by the present state of 
the market, and have succeeded In work- 
ng off a large share of their old stock. 
Both of the shops of W. G. Cady & Co., 
while running now are not at all crowded 
with work. 


Tke Bampson Shoe Company. 


George W. Chase of the Sampson manu- 


facturing company said when called upon 
that at present the company's factory was 
not doing so large a business as It had 
done in previous years. 
They are not 


discouraged, however, and expect good 
business when what is known as the "fall" 
trade begins. That will commence about 
May, and the great question with shoe 
manufactures is what to do until then. 
Tbe shoes mode in North Adams are not 
summer shoes, with the exception of the 
school shoes, and that is why the shoe 
business in this city is dull from January 
until May. It is noteworthy that almost 
one-half of all the shoes manufactured in 
this city are school shoes, shoes for boys 
and girls to wear. The shoes made here 
are entirely for the middle and working 
classes. In reference to the tariff Mr. 
Chase said it would make no direct differ- 
ence with the shoe business. 
Hides have 


been free for some time and there is no 
tariff on them proposed. The tariff will 
only affect the shoe business by its effect 
on the country generally. 
Whatever 


helps the butcher or coal man helps the 
shoe man,for everyone wears shoes. One 
of the indications of good things coming 
is the condition of the leather market. 
Mr. Chase quoted as follows in reference 
to this from an editorial in the Boston 
Journal ot nhe 13th: 


"A few stronger symptoms In the boot 


and shoe market have brought general 
encouragement. Leather prices are firm 
and the demand reasonably active, and 
it is hoped that a relief from the long-con- 
tinued depression in leather and its allied 
interests is near »t hand."

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HOME LESSONS. 


Klsewhcro in the columns of this paper 


will be found a review of the existing 
business conditions of manufactories in 
Northern Berkshire. The list of our in- 
dustries reported is complete enough to 
give a fairly correct idea of the industrial 
conditions prevailing here, and may teach 
some lessons. 


It will be noted, by reading the inter- 


views with numerous manufacturers, that 
the various lines of business are In three 
conditions which may be classed an good, 
bad and indifferent. 


Those 
in 
good 
condition 
and 


with a good demand for their pro' 
ducts are among the smaller class 
of New England industries, namely, 
the iron industry, leather manufacture and 
the paper business. These lines are re- 
ported good by our enterprising business 
men engaged in them. It is to be noted, 
however, that beyond the business ability 
to account for this pleasing condition of 
things, is the fact that the Wilson tariff 
law did not in any material way alter the 
tariff schedule affecting these lines of baa- 
iness. They were practically lot alone, 
and so have prospered. 


The line of manufacture that may be 


classed as in an indifferent business condi- 
tion is cotton manufacture. This is car- 
ried on in Northern Berkshire by 
the very ablest 
business men 
as 


the Arnold print works, the Windsor 
print works and the Plunkett mills 
wUl witness. Again, the tariff legislation 
had but little affect on this busi- 
ness. In the great cotton country of the 
world, there is little to be feared from 
foreign competition save in the finer 
kinds of cotton production. 


But now take the manufactures that 


may be classed as in a bad condition—the 
woolen and shoe industries. What is the 
canseT Why are our woolen mills run- 
ning on short time, without orders and 
wages low? The absolute and certain 
answer is the Wilson tariff's baneful 
effects. 
As one woolen manufacturer 


shows,in tea months there has been such an 
increase of foreign importations of woolens 
as to deprive 24,500 American workmen 
of labor. Besides the other outrageous 
features of the Wilson woolen tariff sched- 
ule is the ad valorem system of imposing 
duties by which importers send in goods 
at almost no valuation and so escape al- 
most any duty whatever. There is no 
need of argument here. The Wilson tar- 
iff is a curse today to the woolen business 
of this country, a curse to the homes ol 
woolen workers, a fact which the woolen 
manufacturers bear out in their inter- 
views. 


The shoe business seem to have gotten 


a black eye from two sources,—the great 
rise in the price of leather, and the gen- 
eral dnlness of business and financial dis 
trust. One manufacturer can see hope in 
a tariff that would make people abl 
\o 
buy 
shoes, 
and 
undoubtedly, 


the low wages and general business 
distress which has followed a Democratic 
administration can account for all those 
"lack of orders" complained of by the 
shoe men. Let us hope with two of the 
manufacturers that business will improve 
with the opening of a new season in April 
or May. 


Such is a running review of the condi- 


tions existing in our business commnnity. 
Even a hasty examination shows beyond 
contradiction that flourishing business 
with us is such as the Wilson tariff law 
has not touched; depressed business is 
such as the Wilson tariff bw has touched 
with the oppression of a low schedule. 
These are facts, and facts are stubborn 
things.

Allowing for the surplus reserve, It was 


said that practlonHy the Naw York banks 
would have to liquidate about $80,000,01X1 
in four months, in order that tho bonds 
might be paid for, and that, It was said 
would be a big strain on their resources 
and on their customers 
All agreed, how- 


ever, that the modification In the terms 
for the payment of the bonds would 
greatly facilitate the financing ot the loan

Eckels said: "It cannot be said that the 
public testing over the general financial 
situation is hopeless, despite the failure of 
congress to enact the necessary remedial 
legislation

tional finances will be put upon a solid, 
permanent basis.

ON BEACON HILL. 


Plietng foreign Corporations on Hie Same 


Bans as Home Companies. 


BOSTON, Jan. 17.—The most Important 


bill received in the house was one intro- 
duced by Mr. Dickinson to render foreign 
corporations answerable to the laws gov- 
erning home companies in relation to the 
paying in of capital before beginning 
business. 


There appearr, to be quite a rivalry be- 


tween Messrs. Donahue and Brady of Fall

Charles Theodora Russell, a prominent 
lawyer, and father of oi-Sovernor William 
B. Russell, died last night after a short 
sickness from pneumonia. Mr. Russell 
was born In Princeton, Kov £9,1815. On 
his father's side be descended from the 
Puritans His mother was a descendant 
from a younger brother of the Karl of 
Huntlngton 
He was a graduate of Har- 


vard, and was admitted to the bar In 1839 
Mr Bnssell was a member of the house of 
representatives from Boston in 1844, 1846 
and 1850, and for four years was a mem- 
ber of the senate. He was mayo* of Cam- 
bridge in 1881 and 1863, and has been a 
professor of law at Boston university. He 
was prominent in missionary, educational 
and humane societies. He married Sarah 
B Ballister in 1891. Ten children blessed 
thenalon, four sons and six daughters 
Mr. Russell had always, been a staunch

The Union Constltucional, the Reformist 


and the Conservative parties vcsterduy 
announced that they declined longer to 
support Campos in his policy foi the con- 
duct of the campaign agalns^t the insur- 
gents or of Cnbin affairs 
There was a 


griat manifestation of the people's senti- 
ment, und all spoke their minds quite 
freely nnd frankly The outbreak of fool- 
ing has cnifrda great sensation, and a 
feeling of intense excitement pervades the 
city. 


The organ of the autonomists expresses 


its adherence \o th» views expressod by 
reprosentftlivps of other po'itlcal parties, 
and Campos 1» apparently without politi- 
cal friends or support in Cuba 


The sumo Uml of an outbreak threat- 


ened whon Gomez first accomplished his ' 
incursion into Matanzas, and was push- ' 
ing for Haban i province, It will be re* 
meinfacrckl thnt Campos hurried to Ha- 
bana in the midst of the Important mili- 
tary operations and had many and long 
conferences with the political leaders 


It will also bis remembered that the old 


warrior won the hearts of the loaders and 
had a demonstration in his honor, and 
that ho mode a speech pathetically allud- 
ing to the fact that he had reason to fear 
that some in Habana were not pleased 
with what he had done to check the in- 
surgents' advance, but adding that he was 
glad to perceive by, the welcome given him 
that this was not true. 


Votes of confidence in Campos ,were 


passed on all hands, and the authorises in 
Spam telegraphed their thanks to Habana 
that Campos was thus supported. All 
this, it will be recalled, was accompanied 
with great parade of apparent enthusiasm 
and good feeling and blowing of trumpets, 
and things were smoothed over. 


Yesterdav's outbreak is not of a sort that 


can be silenced, and there is every Indlca,- 
tlon that it puts an end to Martinez Cam- 
pos' power for usefulness to the Spanish 
cause. 


It believed that be has summoned Gen- 


erals Rondo and Marln to Habana to as- 
sume direction of affairs. 


Stocks went down here yesterday, and 


there is a feeling of panic. The situation 
here is very critical. 


Nothing ling occurred to improve the 


Situation of affairs In the city itself, and 
the supply of ordinary necessities of life is 
becoming precarious^ and^ exceedingly high 
priced, and the outlook for the future 
offers little encouragement. The severity 
shown toward those who express dissatis- 
faction with the situation and with the 
authorities does not Avail to suppress this 
feeling, and the mutterings of discontent 
and of criticism of the helpless attitude 
of the authorities, are becoming dally 
louder and deeper 


Even those whose xympathles are loyal 


to the Spanish-government are hopeless 
of any success i,n suppressing the rebellion 
with the present military force and ma- 
chinery of organization. It is difficult to 
describe the extent of this feeling or the 
extent to which it acts as a silent drag on 
the energies and hopes of the leaders In 
authority.

With the exception of a lively skirmish 


between the forces under General Luque 
and the insurgents in Pinar del Bio, 
there was no notable engagement reported 
yesterday 


Maximo Gomez is eald to have eamped 


Wednesday night at a point near Guana- 
Jay, between Guayabal and San Dlmas, 
and he seems to have evaded his pursuers, 
as nothing is said of any further losses In- 
flicted upon him 


The insurgents In Pinar del Bio, who 


were reported to have their safety seriously 
compromised by the movements and fresh 
stations of the troops, are ranging far and 
wide over that province, apparently at 
will 
There Is not much damage re- 


ported along their route, except to rail- 
road property, as tho people of the Vuelta 
Abajo district are. for the most part, very 
friendly to the insurgents' cause, and 
offer no opposition to the progress of the 
Insurgent forces 


It is almost like moving In • friendly 


country, and superior forces of troops are 
easily avoided. A part or all the forces 
which moved west along the north coast 
Wednesday countermarched by the south 
coast The official report says there were 
600 of them under Nunez, Bermndes and 
Alvarez, and that they started back east- 
ward from Patenque, passing between 
San Lull and the city of Plnar del Rio, 
and very near the latter city. They pro- 
ceeded thence along the south coast in the 
direction of Candelaria. 


General Luque received Intelligence of 


their movement and set out to intercept 
the Insurgents' march. He marched to- 
ward Angostura, near which point he 
met the insurgent vanguard, which had 
already left the night's camp 
The main 


force of the Insurgents, however, had not 
yet come up. Twelve scouts were cap- 
tured, and General Luque then proceeded 
forward 
He surprised the enemy in their 


camp 
The insurgents, however, seem to 


have tnnde a plucky stand, and the battle 
raged fiercely for two hours. At the close 
of that time their heavy artillery was 
seconded by a bayonet charge, before 
which the insurgents broke and retreated 
in all directions, as the official report 
avers. Whether this included the direc- 
tion to General Luquo's own rear is not 
specifically stated, and will not be known 
until the next position of Nunez, Bcr- 
mndez and Alvarez is reported. 


The Insurgent are said to nav« iotn 


seven killed. The colors, together with 
firearms, ammunition and seven prisoners, 
fell into the hands of the Spanish, and the 
Insurgents, it is leported, carried away 
numerous wounded. 
Nineteen of the 


troops are reported to have been wounded, 
but no dead are reported. 


The village of San Nloolaa, mst ol 


Gnlnes, in Habaua province, has been 
burned and much spoil carried away. 


Jibacoa, in the extreme northern tor- 


tlan of Habana province, is also reported 
to have been attacked, but the insurgents 
an reported to have been repulsed.

About two weeks ago the house adopted 


a resolution calling upon the secretary at 
state to forward all tho evidence in the 
case in Ins possession 
This resolution 


has been enforced by the request of thu 
committee. Particular request has been 
mndo for the reports and letters to tho 
department by Consul General Williams 
and the United Slates consuls in Cuba 
The committee think that it is entitled tn 
all such information and expects to ob- 
tain it. 


Chairman Hltt has mode several calls 


upon SDcretary Olney, and has boon told 
that tho matter m possession of the de- 
partment was being compiled as fast as it 
could bo Until it is before the commit- 
tee, however, no action can well be taken, 
In the meantime, tho committee is having 
an exchange of views on the Cuban ques- 
tion 


The principal incident yesterday was a 


carefully prepared speech delivered by 
Wlllum A. Smith (Mich ) Set speeches in 
committee meetings are unusual, but Mr 
Smith is an enthusiastic champion of tha 
Insurgent cause, and pleaded for immedi- 
ate action 
Apart from Mr Smith's effort, 


the discussion was informal 


The conservative position is taken by 


the members of the sub-committee— 
Messrs Adams, Draper and Hltt—who 
have charge of the Cuban question 
Mr. 


Adams was the United Stales minister to 
Brazil wlicn the government of that coun- 
try was changed from a inon^trchy to A n» 
public, and he was the first foreign repic- 
sentrttive to recognize the new govern- 
ment. It is understood that members of 
the committee argued that the Cuban | 
revolutionists have no established seat of 
government; that the republic they have 
declared is not exercising any civil power, 
or enforcing any laws, and that they have 
no judicial or legislative machinery.

There was considerable difference ol 


opinion as to th» time for holding the con- 
vention, one proposition, advanced by 
Allen W. Thurinan (O ), who had tha 
proxy of the New Mexico member, being 
to hold it Juno 7, two weeks before thn 
Republican convention, and the other bj 
Hugh WalHce (Wash ) to hold it July 7. 
The committee decided npon the lattel 
date by a vote of 33 to 18. 


The main Interest centered in the choioi 


of the convention city. For this honoi 
there were four applicants—Chicago, St 
Louts, Cincinnati and New York. Thirtj 
minutes were allowed each city in which 
to present its claims 
The speeches, made 


by distingnished citizens in each instance, 
were of a high order of excellence and at 
times aroused the greatest enthusiasm. 


The balloting began about« o'clock last 


evening, and from the first a long anil 
bitter struggle was indicated. The first 
ballot resulted: Chicago, 6; Cincinnati, 
11; St. Louis, 10, New York, 14. There 
was practically no change, except a slight 
fluctuation of a vote or two, until the 10th 
ballot, when Chicago began gradually to i 
increase her vote at the expense of Ne .v i 
York. At the 2'ith ballot. New York's 
strength was rapidly disintegrating, her 
Tote going almost bodily to Chicago. But 
St Louis, which had tenaciously clung to 
her 19 votes, also captured several of Cin- 
cinnati's votes, and on the ballot before 
the last led Chicago by one vote. 


On the last ballot, the 29th, which was 


taken shortly before 11 o'clock, the four 
remaining votes of New York were thrown 
to Chicago, and she obtained the necessary 
plurality. 
Senator Brice voted for Cin- 


cinnati to the last. An examination of 
the vote by btates shows that St. Louis 
had practically the solid support of the 
free sliver votes in the committee. 


A PEACEABLE SOLUTION 


Mow Considered Likely In tho Venezuelan 


Boundary Affair. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Aside from the 


leisurely manner in which the Venezuelan 
commission is arranging to prosecute its 
work, there are other indications that the 
administration has become convinced that 
this august body will not have the li.mor 
of settling the great boundary dispute. 


While it cannot be stated positively that 


this belief Is based exactly npon any 
specific reports from Ambassador Bayard 
npon the subject, yet there is reason to be- 
lieve some assurances of a satisfactory 
nature have come to the state department 
that tho matter will be terminated shortly, 
probably within two months, or before a 
report reasonably can be expected from 
the Venezuelan commission, and upon 
lines i-hat will not be objectionable to our 
government. 


Whllu details ot the arrangement are 


not probable, and perhaps have not yet 
been fixed, it ts believed that the basts ot 
it will be arbitration a» proposed origi- 
nally by the United States, but with a lim- 
itation that will suffice at least to save 
British pride and appear to maintain Brit- 
ish consistency. 


This is likely tn be brand, in an agree- 


ment between Great Britain and Vene- 
cnela, diiectly brought about through tho 
good offices of a third party, not neces- 
sarily or probably the United States, to 
euumtt to a Joint commission the ques- 
tion ot the title to all territory west of t -10 
Schombnrgk line, with a proviso that if 
in thn course of the inquiry of the com- 
mission evidence appears to touch tho 
British title to the lauds lying to the cast- 
ward of that line, then the body may ex- 
tend its functions to adjudicate such title.
